protection  against  diphtheria  was  connencod.This  was ^ adequately 
advertised  and  all  the  schools  in  ny  district  v;pro  visited  on  thrco 
occasions  when  the  injections  wpre  given, A nodified  procedure  was ^ 
adopted  later  in  the  year  when,ov;ing  to  the  fact  -that  the  najorit^/ 
of  the  children  wore  irx'.iunisod  on  the  first  occasion, they  were 
asked  on  the  second  occasion  to  attend  at  a certain  definite  tine 
and  place, This  nethod  is  proving  very  satisfactory  and  the  response 
is  very  good.A.P.T,  was  used  and  it  v/as  found  that  the  reactions 
wore  very  slight, being  linitod  to  occasional  soreness  and  pain  at 
the  site  of  injection  and  sonotinos  a slight  riso  of  tonporaturc,
